Stagehands were pointing fingers at 
each other, wondering why the cat 
was not placed in.hcr cagCrSoid Car-, 
olyn Gilkrt who says she is Inkky's 
human mother, ,, .... 

"It's chaos backstage," Gilbert said 
US Act II began. "I'm so upset I'm in 
tears mysejf.'' 


Gilbert's 11-ycar-old daughter, 
Taviu Gilbert, who presents Inkky to 
the teacher in the ploy, was "hvatcri - 
cal'^ before the seconcfact began an 
Gilbert said she was trying to calm 
her down.

SAN DIEGO (AP) — The bomb 
that blew >it> in a vim hoinf! driven by 


the wife of a Navy captain who mis- 
takenly ordered the destruction of an 
Iranian airliner was a non-military 
.device, pns.sibly homemade, the FBI 
.said Sunday. 

T^e bojnb was "an improvised ex- 
ploding device, that would suggest it 
was not some kind of a manufac- 
tured, military bomb,” FBI 
spokesmun Gene Rich! said, 

"A pipe bomb would fit into that 
generic ftimily," he said, adding that 
it may have been homemade. 


The bomb set fire to a van being 
driven Friday by Sharon Itogcrs, 


whose husband, Capt. Will Rogers 
III, commander of the DSS Vin- 
cennes in the Persian Gulf, gave the 
go-ahead last July to shoot down an 
aircrnR mistakenly believed to be an 
Iranian fighter. The plane, identified 
only from iU radar blip, was actually 
a civilian airliner and ail 290 people 
on board were killed. 

Mrs. Rogers was not hurt.

FRANKFURT, West Germany - 
For the second time in si x wneka. 
elections Sunday in a major West • 
German city brought defeat for the 
conservative Christian Democrats of 
West German ChanccUot-Holmut 
Kohl and boosted a small right-wing 
party into city hall. 

Winners of the Frankfurt parlia- 
ment elections were the Social 
Democrats and the environmental- 
leftist Greens party, who emerged 
with a joint majority only one day uf- 
tcr their sister partcs.in West Berlin 
announced a city-hall coalition there. 

The Frankfurt polls were widely 
viewed ns a test vole as campaign- 
ing warms up for 1990 elections to 
the Bundestag, ^ or federal parlia- 
ment. 

Final Frankfurt results showed 
the Christian Democratic Union with 
36.6 percent of^the vote, down from 
•19.5 percent in 1985. The Social 
Democrats were up to 40.1 per cent 
from 38.7 percent in 1985, and the 
_Greens gained to 10.Lpcr_ccnLfro.rn_ 
their previous 8 percent. 

■ Analysts said most CDU losses 
came from voters turning to the Na- 
— tional-Domocratic-Party-of-Germany-- 
(NPD). which took 6.6 percent. 

The NPD is classified by the feder- 
al Constitutional Protection OlTico as 
''rightist-extreme" and following 
"anti-constitutional goals". It was 
last in Frankfurt's city hall in 1968- 
72, during the years after it won one- 
term minorities in seven of West 
Germany's 11 state parliaments be- 
tween 19M and 1968. 

In 1969 it failed to gain the 5 per- 
cent vote required to enter the Bun- 
destag.

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Milner Dam improvements to begin Students

TWIN FALLS - Like an old work 
horse with n spanking now harness,

dam may be vulnerable to earth- 
quakes. 

"If we were to lose it for two or 
three weeks in August, cverybody’d 
lose their crops," said Jack Eakin, 
manager of the Twin Falls Canal 
Co. The heart of Magic Volley iVri- 
gi^ion, the dem supplies irrigation 
water, to. nearly half a million acres 
of cropland. 

Finished in 1905, the dam is in re- 
ality three small, rock-fill dams, 
stringing together two islands in the 
Snake River cast of Murtaugh. The 
original spillway was built on the 
south island. 

The Twin Falls and North Side 
canal companies have agreed with 
Idaho Power Co. on a cooperative 
project to repair the dam and build 
a hydroelectric plant miles 
— downstream •'from"thc "dam. The 
utility will finance the repairs, and 
the canal companies pay back 
the $8 million repair bill by supply- 
ing water not needed for irrigation 
to the 'M-megawalt power plant. 

The project that will give the 
canal companies an upgraded dam 
with few out-of-pocket expenses is 
typical of the relationship between 
the companies and the utility, Idaho 
Power spokesman Lurry Taylor 
said. 

Dam repairs include a new spill- 
way on the north island and lining 
-the back, or downstream side of tne 
dam,"to“contain“any"ieaks that 
might be caused by a quake. 

When the dam was built, it had a 
wooden core to stop seepage of wa- 
ter through the dam. The dam's up- 
stream face was rock and earth fill. 
Mud soon scaled the dam as it 
seeped into the face. 

That wooden barrier is now most- 
ly rotted away, and the only seal is 
the mud built up on the dam face. 
Dam safety experts fear that in an 
earthquake, the motion would

ing water to seep through the dam. 

If enough water leaked through the 
dam it could cause a 'blowout," 
Cakinsoid. 

Repairing the hole resulting from ■ 
a blowout could interrupt irrigation 
water for three weeks, he said. 

Lining the back of the dam sec- 
tions to make it' leak-proof will in- 
volve two loyers, or zones, of grod- 
ed sand and gravel, which will then 
be covered with rock. 

"It’s just kind of u just-in-case 
thing," Eakin said, " if this never- 
never earthquake comes." 

One recent rainy morning, Dick

Ear infections relate to age, weather, heredity

TWIN FALLS — While the recent 
warm days remind us that spring is 
just ahead, the wet and windy 
weather typical of March moaris it's 
- still the Maimn for car infections. 

Colds and car infections are more' 
common in the winter months, says' 
Dr. Julian Nicholson, a Twin Falls

car nose and throat specialist. 

When your feel and hands arc 
chilled, Nicholson says the 
tcmperaturc-inside'^TJurmostLWiH- 
drop enough to allow cold \iniscs to 
grow. A cold in the throat may then 
invade the eustachian tube causing 


an ear infection. Many times an ear 
infection is accompanied by a 
-colleetion-of— nuid-bocauee-the 
eustachian tube is not functioning 
normally., The (luid may remain in 
the oar even after the infection. 

Nicholson siiys ear infections often 
-T im— in— f amilies-aml— are 
prevaient among younger children 
primarily because a child's 
eustachian tube, is shorter and 



angled in a way tliat allows infection 
to enter. He also says that younger 
kids may be more susceptible 
because they are regularly exposed 
to cold viruses at school and day 
cure centers. 

In a recent article prepared by the 
:LosrAiigclcs:3IiinEs:SyndicatcrrDrr7 
Charles Blucston, an car, nose and 
throat specialist at the Children's 
Hospital of Pittsburg, Penn., said it's 
possible for children to outgrow the 
tendency for middje ear infections. 

“It's a maturational' problem in 
that it’s a failure of both the immune 
system and the oustachia," Blucston 
said. “As the children grow older 
their immunity improves.'' 

He added that by the’tihic a child 
has reached 2 or 3 years old, the rate 
of acute infection dropst The number . 
of infections drops again after the 
child reaches qgc 6. 

Parents may suspect car infection 
if n child complains of pain. But they 
may not suspect their child has fluid 
in his car because he may not show 
any symptoms, may be too young to 
communicate the problem, or may 
just have become used to the full 
feeling. Nicholson says he secs throe 
or four children every year who have 
no real symptoms, yet fluid-was 
detected in their ears during well- 
baby checks or preschool testing. 

"The mother may be all 
embarrassed, because she didn't 
know about it," he says. “I have to 
reussure-her-that-she-hasn't-bccn-a- 
bud mother’ and the' problem can 
sneak up and bo subtle with some 
children." 

Antibiotics are the mo.sl common 
treatment for cur infections. In some 
cases a decongestant can help. If 


those first remedies aren't effective, 
sometimes the next step is for the 
doctor to insert an oar tube to help 
vontiinto the middle ear. 

The doctor makes a small 
puncture in the ear drum, then 
in-serUs the lube to keep the hole from 
•faeaiing.inr c r . • ■ 

"We try to place the lube where it 
will interfere with the hearing the 
least," Nicholson says. 

The ear tube normally remains in 
place from eight months to two 
yenrs. It allows air to enter the 
middle oar enabling the hairlikc cilia 
inside the ear to move, flushing out 
trapped mucus. 

Not evory doctor endorses ear 
tubing. In an interview for the Los 
Angelos Times report, Dr. Gunnar 
Stickler, a pediatrician with the 
Mayo Clinic in Hochestcr, Minn, said 
"We have some excellent studies that 
show it (the car fluid) will simply 
disappear, although you can't tell 
how long — maybe two weeks, 
maybe four months." 

Nicholson recommends that at 
Icuat'a couple of months of antibiotic' 
treatment — und possibiy 
decongoslanls — should come before 
inserting a lube. 

Yet he believes tubing is a lot 
belter alternative than mustoid 
.surgery, which used to bo the 
phy.sician’s only remedy to correct 
complications caused by ear fluid. 

“I wear u hearing aid in my left 
car, -because whcnT wTis'growing^pT" 
they didn’t have ways of preventing 
this progressive-problem-HTid I had 
to have mastoid surgery," he says. 
“Actually that's how I got interested 
in ear, nose und throat mcdicin#. 
Obviously a large number of kids 


hud no problems and some kids like 
me, for instance, fluid would collect, 
a vacuum would be-created-and a 
disease-' Called cholesteatoma 
developed." 

If left untreated, ear infections 
can lead to a number of problems, 
inehninig-hearingJoas . : 

According to a report published in 
the February 1989 issue of the 
medical journal titled The 
Otolaryngologic Clinics of North 
America, “hearing loss even if 
unnoticed by the child, may have a 
marked effect on his or her 
behavior.., .They may also become 
inattentive, dreamy, lazy, irritable 
or nervous., .and affected children 
may even be suspeetpd <iT being 
.slightly retarded," 

' Tlio "arHcTe' also repo'rts that " 
children who suffer early hearing 
dilTicuIlics may later suffer speech 
impairments, language difficulties 
and reasoning difficulties. 

You can help prevent your child 
from getting oar infections. 
Nicholson says keeping your home 
'well TiiimiHified Kelps' to’ keep the ‘ 
mucu.s blanket and the ciliary of the 
mucus blanket of the ihmul working 
well. When they dry out they’re more 
susceptible . to colds, and ear 
infections. Most homes are down to 
18 to 20 percent humidity during the ' 
winter, while .30 to 40 percent 
humidity is best, Nicholson says. 

Other common sense advice Jrom 
NlcholBOlS^nr^ngKling” off ear 
infections; Try to maintain a 
comfortable Lemperulure inside. your 
home. Keep from getting chilled. 
Make sure your child has a balanced 
diet, drinks plenty of fluids, and if 
needed, takes viUimin supplements.

! The key word to keep in mind throughout 


learning mood-raunagement is control. 
Focusing on the fact tliat you can do 
something to help yourself feel better is. in 
und of itself, curative of the btue.s and 
restorative of a belter .state of mind and 
more positive emotions. 

To restore a positive mood, engage in 
behaviors that are incompatible vviih 
depres.sion. Depression-incompatible 
'Be'haviors. or U.J.t5.s are the “something" 
>T)U should do — the action you .'<lu)uld take 
— if you are seeking efTcclive and pnimpl 
relief from your emotional discomfort. By 
engaging D.I.B.s while you are feeling 
depressed, you will induce a .slate of 
cognitive dis.sonnnce. In other words, your 
mood of deprc-ssion will not fit with the fact 
that you are doing behaviors or engaging in 
activities that people who are depre.s.sed do 


not typically perform. By su.slaining the 
behaviors in spite oT your low mood, your 
mind, which is motivated to rc.solve the 
dissonance and reestablish cunsisLcncc and . 
compatibility between your feelings and 
actions, will have no alternative but to 
correct your mood toward the positive in 
order iCi make it more consistent with your 
aclion.s. 

D.I.B.s can include a wide range of 
activities. The selection that follow.^ is based 
on research that has shown wluit mo.st 
depressed people tend to do (and tend not to 
do) and, conversely what people who arc in 
positive moods tend to do (and not do). By- 
pursuing activities characteristic of positive 
moods, ynu will bring the Incongruity 


Principle into play and bring up your down 
mood so that it is more in line and 
compatible with your actions. 

PHYSICAL ACTIYITY 

Any kind of active physical exercise is 
incompatible with feeling depressed. 
Generally when the activity requires 
concentration and strategy in oddilioii to 
“physical movoriieni. iho c-neciivenei-s «i!l l~ 
even greater. But activitie.s you do alone that 
don't require much concentration also are 
perfectly acceptable. 

Solitary physical activities can include 
walking, jogging, working out in a gym, 
swimming, bicycling isiatiomiryor tnovmgi, 
aerobics, dancing, jumping rope and 
rebounding (miniature trampolining), us well 
as many others. Since depresrion usually 


involves a turning down of your internal 
metabolic setting, activities that generate 
the "aenibic effect" of accelerated bean rule 
and increased oxygen inUike will also serve 
to give your meUiboiic rale a jump start. 
SOCIALIZE AND GENUINELY LISTEN 
TOOTHERS 

Research on deprestiun shows that when 
you are in a down mood you will be likely to 
"uTtluIraw from .-ocial cuntael, locu.s Uioughts 
and attention on your.-^elf and your problems, 
and become preijccupied. You probably 
know this alwul yourself and that is why you 
feel tliat you won't be "good rompany" if you 
go out when you are feeling low. 

But the Incongruity i'rinciple sugge.rts 
ju.st the opposite: When you feel down, go out 
and socialize. Don't permit yuurselflu

Study: Questions balloon therapy for heart

In a study with far-rcaching implicaUons for 
the routine treatment of heart-attack patients, 
rofioarchars have found that the imiflftdinte use aL. 
special baUoom.s to force open clogged artcrica is 
unnecossary in the vast majority of cases if the 
patient is treated with a clobdissolving drug. 

Most heart specialists have assumed that the 
t)alIopn treatment, an expensive and increasingly 
papular procedure called balloon angioplasty, 
should routinely follow the use of drugs, such as 
TEA, that dissolve the blood clots that cause most 
heart attacks. 

But in n study of 3,262 hcort-attock patients 
that is expected to transform the standards for 
treatment— of- the -nation^— I 
researchers nt medical centers across the 
country found the extra .measures were rarely 
needed. Half of the mndomly selected patients

Clot-dissolving drugs have emerged in the past 
two years ns the most effective new treatment for 
henrt attacks in decades, especially if given 
within a few hours of the attack. But until this 
study, most heart specialists thought the drug 
■•simply bought time until they could determine 
tho, clot location in the artery and perform an 
angioplasty. 

In an angioplasty, the cardiologist puts a 
flexible hollow tube through the skin and into 
arteries, snaking it toward the blockage near the 
heart. Then the doctor inserts a thinner tube with 
a balloon on the end. As it is inflated, the balloon 
crushes the fatty obstructions that cause heart 
attacks.

Pincli your 
nostrils, take in a mouthful of 
air and, w it h ymir mou t h closi-d, 
use your cheek and tlironl 
musvles to force the air into the 
back of your nose "a.s if you were 
trying to blow your finger.s off 
your nose. When you fee! a pop 
in your cars, you may havi' 
succeeded," said Dr. Itobert 
Schindler of the American 
Academy of Otolaryngology and 
Head nnd Neck Surgery.

WASHiNGTO.N - At least 3 
million preschool children nround 
the nation face an "intolerable ri.sk 
of cancer from the residues of eight 
pesticides found on fruits and 
vegetables, according to a two-year 
■studr-reieni^-reemlly-by-o-leBding' 
environmental group. 

The study by the Natural 
Ri'-siiurci'-s Defense Council charges 
that federal and smte regulalion.s do 
not provide adequate protection for 
presrhool children, whose diets 
generally contain a higher 
priipiirtMin of fruits and vegetahle.s 
than adults at an age when they are 
particularly susceptible to cancer- 
causing chemicals. 

'Our nation's children are being 
harmed by the very fruits and 
vegetable- we tell them will make 
them grow up healthy and strong," 
the report concluded. Current 
regulation of pesticides foils to 
protect the preschooler.’ 

Representatives of the Natural 
Resources Defense (’ouncil here 
threatened to file a lawsuit within a 
week unless the Knvininmentol 
Protection Agency agreed to revi.se 
Its regulations governing the u-e of 
some iku pesticides. 

But federal and state officials as 
well as agricultural groups strongly 
defended the safely of the food 
.supply, contending (hat existing 
law's provide .-sufficient protection for 


till consumers. 

In a siotcmeni issued before .the 
NRDC report was officially 
released. EPA acting deputy 
administrator John .Moore said 
flatly: .'.'Food containing legal levels I 
uf pesticide re.sidues is safe for ' 
people of all ages. In fuel, the food ' 
— Ud-St4<u»^is. among— 
the safest in the world." ' 

According to the .NRDC study | 
titled. ’'Intolerable Risk: Pesticides 
in our Children's Food," between 
5, .500 and 0.200 children under six 
may gel cancer sometime in their 
live.s because of their exposure at 
lhi.s age to the eight pesticides 
identiFied in the study. 

The study said the most 
dangerous of the chemicals is 
daminozide. al.so sold under the 
name Alar and spniyed on apples to 
delay ripening. For children who 
con.sume large amount.s of apple 
juice and .applesauce, the pesticide 
can cause one additional case of 
cancer for every l.lOll children — a 
level 910 times the accepted federal 
.s.afety standard, the .---ludy said. 

However Jim Wells, a spokesman 
for the CHliformii Department of 
Food and Agriculture, countered 
that the .study’s figures were just 
. irresponsible fear-mungoring. Ho 
said an analy.sis of daminozide 
conducted by the state indicates that 
the ri.sk uf cancer is less than two in 
lO million — well .ilxive the federal

Inconsiderate doctors tend to overschedule patients

WASHINGTON -The 
appointment was forOa.m. on^n 
Friday. I did it that way deliberately 
because I wonted minimum 
disruption of my work day and 
because, I figured, if I was there at 
the start of the doctor’s day, I 
wouldn't have to wait.Wrong. 

I arrived at 9 on the button, a little 
surprised to find that the waiting , 
room was full. The other patients, I 
soon found out, also had 
appointmenUs for 9 with the same 
-doctor. -Either he was omnipresent, 
or some of us were going to be kept 
waiting. 

He was not. I found out. 
omnipresent. 

I was asked to fill out the form, 
which asked only for financial 
information — whatever was 
bothering me was apparently less 


important than what kind of health- ' 
insurance coverage 1 had. That took 
two minutes. 

Then I waited. At 9:15, my name 
was called. Not too bad, I thought. 
But it was only an assistant wanting 
tfl know my social security number. 

1 waited some more, thumbing 
through a Life magazine. At 9:35, 
another as.sistanl called me, showed 
me back ta a room and after a few 
perfunctory questions about'my 
problem — my knee had been 
bothering me for four weeks — .she 
told me to take oR* my pants, put on 
the blue paper gown sho gave mo 
and clo.scd the door behind her as 
she left me alone. 

. Luckily, I had brought the Life 
magazine with mo, At 9:50, 1 made a 
command decision. If the doctor 
wasn’t there by 10, 1 wouldn't bp 
there either. I rend some more. At 


10, 1 took my pants oR^ the hook, 
'pulled them on, slipped oHUio gown 
ond left. 

' Now, granted, if my problem had 
been more severe, 1 might have 
stuck it out, despite having spent an 
hour of my time waiting for a doctor 
who, for all I know, wasn't even in 
the office. 

No one, after all, had had the 
courtesy to come tell me that the 
doctor was running late or to 
acknowledge that 1 hod been kept 
waiting. Apparently, they don't do 
that sort of thing in doctors* offices. 

If the patient inquires or 
complains to the receptionist about 
the wait, the response is usually 
indignant, as though a favor is being 
done for the patient. It ivsn't an 
appointment you have, it's an 
audience. 

Why? 

Why, 1 asked myself, are patients 
treated this way? Why is it 


necessary to schedule so many 
patients at the same time when 
experience tells the doctor — or 
whoever is doing Uie scheduling — 
that the doctor can't possibly see 
them all at that time? ^Vhy not 
spread them out so that waste of 
patients' time is minimized? 

I know that physicians go to school 
for many years, spend more time in 
residency and developing a 
specially. I know that their lime is 
valuable. 

Rut isn't a patient's time worth 
something? 

When I called Dr. X's office later 
to :i.sk if they customarily 
overschcdulc patients, I was told to 
speak to the office manager. She 
said there was n “scientific reason* 
behind the scheduling. Three return .. 
patients arc scheduled along with 
one new patient. She .said that filling 
out forms, which took less than five 
minutes in my case, is one reason 


why new patients are brought in 
early, But the office manager was 
baffied ns to why I was kept waiting 
an hour. 

I want to believe her, but I’m 
skeptical that it's unusual for a 
patient to be kept waiting that long. 
When I was starting to look around 
for a ph>’sician to sec about my knee, 
I decided immediately not to return 
to one I had seen in the past because 
he customarily runs half an hour to 
45 minutes late. “That's standard," 
anotlur patient told me. Doctors, he 
said, customarily ovcrschcduic 
themselves. 

Why? 

I think the an-swer has nothing to ■. 
do with patients and their 
inconvenience, and everything to do 
with the doctor and his (or hers). The . 
doctor knows that the patient is in 
pain or pnxious about a medical 
problem. Thorcforc, the patient will 
wait. Doctors aren't fools. They

value their time. If they keep you 
waiting, 80 what? Better you should 
wait for them , than that they should 
have unfilled time during the day 
because maybe a patient didn’t show 
or an appointment took less time 
than anticipated. 

Precious few physicians treat 
patients like consumers or — excuse 
me for introducing the crass 
suggestion of money into the doctor- 
patient relationship — like 
customers. Service isn’t their middle 
name. One reason why it isn’t is 
because we don't demand it and they 
know we won'L The doctor and the 
staRknow wc will sit there and take 
it because we hurt or we're worried, 
And that situation creates a seller's 
market. We're talking here about 
power, and power breeds arrogance.

Instead of losing 
your own temper, think about how you can 
help children become "unstuck." This may 
mean calmly and with dispatch putting a 
child into his room fora short time-out. Or- 
doing something unexpected to distract the 
child. Or even reaching out and holding the 


hurt, embarrassment. Try to restore good 
feelings in the relationship instead of simply 
. punishing him because you don't like his 
behavior. Remember that you may have 
inadvertently contributed to any problem he 
may be having with you. 

Let your child know it's okay to feel angry 
but it's not okay to express that anger in a 
hostile way — "It's important wc both treat 
each other with respect even when we're 
angry." 

When things are calm, talk about positive
